The  Community  Service  Program  is  operating  this  year  with  all  the  success  produced  by  the  momentum  of  past  years 
plus  the  excitement  of  several  new  activities.  This  volunteer  student  program,  directed  by  Mr.  Jack  O'Brien,  places  students 
in  service  agencies  throughout  the  Framingham  area.  Presently  over  200  students  are  involved  in  some  35  activities.  Kin- 
dergarten aides  are  working  at  Saxonville  and  Juniper  Hill  Schools.  Elementary  Teacher-Aides  are  helping  out  at  Potter 
Road  and  Hemenway.  Reading  Tutors  are  working  with  Middle  School  students  at  Walsh  and  Cameron.  Special  needs 
children  are  being  helped  at  Cameron  and  through  programs  of  ice  skating  at  Loring  Arena,  swimming  at  the  YMCA  and  a 
gym  program  at  Hastings.  Through  Project  Accept,  students  are  taking  a  1 0  week  course  learning  to  be  companions  for 
special  needs  children  at  the  Peter  Philip  School.  At  the  completion  of  their  course,  the  students  will  be  placed  in  clinics  and 
other  facilities  in  the  Community. 

In  other  areas,  students  are  actively  involved  through  Community  Service  at  the  Learning  Center  for  Deaf,  at  St.  Pat- 
rick's Manor,  Framingham  Union  Hospital,  the  Y.M.C.A.,  the  Red  Cross,  Bloodmobile,  Brandon  School,  Big  Brother-Big 
Sister,  Explorer  Scouts,  Framingham  Children's  Center,  Project  Head  Start,  Framingham  Youth  Coordinator's  Office,  Multi- 
Community  Language  Center,  the  Selectmen's  Office  and  as  Town  Meeting  Aides. 

Through  these  activities,  the  students  provide  welcomed  and  valued  services  to  the  many  agencies  of  the  community.  In 
return,  the  students  have  the  opportunity  to  sample  possible  careers,  to  learn  first  hand  in  a  meaningful  way,  the  manner  in 
which  a  community  functions  while  extending  their  education  beyond  the  classroom.
